On repalring to the spot it was reported that the
disense wia prevaihng on board that wvessel to an
alarming oxiont, seversl deathis baving taken plage
within the last two days.

It was also stated that this morning another
death bad ocourred, and that tne coffin for the de-
oensed was hurrled on board of the vessol, in ordoer to
afford a husty burial tor the vietim.

The victims of the diseass, It is stated, scon after
death turn black, and their hasty bunal 1 decmed
Deoessary, owing w0 the foar entertamed that the
diseuse may spread more rapidly through the vessel,

In ponversation with a gentleman who appearsd
1o be fully nequainted with the faots in the ouse, wo
were intormed that thore hid been much marm on
bonra of the veseel, owing to the numuver of doaths
whioh had ocourred, and that at nught the groatest
procAution was tiken to prevent lhe orew from
eBCRDIN R,

There appearsd to bo a disposition on the part ol
the emploves in the yard 1o geep the thing quet, but
it was s1ated by severdl, that thovre had been much

stir on d ot the vessol, and that they were o1 the
boeliet that the aisense was guning heaaway. The
